That's why each con-

With President Elect 
Obama busy making the tran- 
sition into the white house 
and picking his staff, it leaves 
many to wonder if he will 
hold true to the promises he 
has made. One of those prom- 
ises is affordable education. 

Obama's College 

Affordability Plan creates 
hope for America's waning 
education system. 

As previously stated. 
President Elect Obama plans 
to introduce the American 
Opportunity Tax Credit. This 
tax credit would cover the 
first $4,000 of tuition and 
cover all the tuition at a tradi- 
tional community college. He 
would also like to end gov- 
ernment subsidies to the 
Federal Family Education 
Loan Program. 

This would allow money 
to be transferred into a pub- 
licly funded Direct Loan pro- 
gram, providing lower cost 
loans for students. Obama 
also supports the more con- 
troversia Dream Act. 

The Development, Relief, 
and Education for Alien 
Minors act would provide 
more accessible education to 
minors of illegal immigrants 
who have been in the United 
States since the age of 15. 
Upon high school graduation, 
the act would require that the 
students complete a two year 



degree program, two years on 
a four year degree program, 
or two years of military serv- 
ice. 

The students would have 
six years to complete the 
requirements and would be 
eligible for financial aid. The 
future of the Dream act still 
remains uncertain at this 
time. "We must fix the fail- 
ures of No Child Left Behind. 
We must provide the funding 
we were promised and give 
our states the resources they 
need; and, finally, meet our 
commitment to special educa- 
tion." says the newly elected 
president. 

Though we will have to 
wait and see if his campaign 
promises will be fulfilled, the 
fact that Shelton students 
remain divided over his win is 
very clear. "It's time for a 
change, and I feel with the 
new president our change is 
near!" says John Terrell, an 
Obama supporter. 

Jessica Rutledge, a soph- 
omore at Shelton disagrees. 
"I think America has made a 
big mistake! Most people 
voted because of race and not 
the policies." she says. 

Finally Nicole Morrison, 
another sophomore and 
Shelton athlete, has a unique 
perspective on the turnout. "I 
wasn't really surprised at 
Obama winning, although I 
do wish it would have turned 
out differendy.

The slowing economy 
also has those students who 
are anxious to enter the job 
market after graduating wor- 
ried about finding the proper 
employment to prosper and 
pay back student loans.

The amount of money we 
as individuals spend on gas 
today is surprising and in the 
past was somewhat taken for 
granted until the prices sky- 
rocketed. 

Money citizens used to 
put into circulation within our 
economy by means of shop- 
ping for groceries, clothing, 
cars, goods, and even pizza 
has all been absorbed by the 
gasoline market

employee Alyssa Tilley 
reports: "Sales have increased 
from $3,500 to $7,000 due to 
lower gas prices." 

Students are hopeful that 
this sudden decrease in gaso- 
line costs remains but are fear- 
ful that at any time they could 
spike once more. 

Another major concern is 
that some students are being 
forced into working one or 
more jobs while attending col- 
lege full time. 

While students may be 
paying the bills, the quality of 
work and grades of those 
attending college is suffering 
causing failed classes conse- 
quently resulting in more 
loans extracted to pay for 
more classes. 

According to the National 
Survey of Student 

Engagement, 66 percent of 
college seniors reported work- 
ing for pay off-campus. 

Although there has always 
been a large number of stu- 
dents here in Tuscaloosa that 
work to help pay their way 
through college, the increasing 
number of students entering 
the job-market while still in 
college, could potentially 
become an issue in a smaller 
college community with an 
insufficient job market. 



The economy and failing 
job market also has those stu- 
dents who are graduating con- 
cerned about whether or not 
they will be able to support 
themselves. 

An assistant professor of 
economics, Oleg Korenok, 
says that "students need to 
focus now more than ever on 
making themselves competi- 
tive in the job market through 
internships and good academ- 
ic standing". 

In August of 2008 the 
national rate of unemployment 
was at a high of 6. 1 percent 
and this can be overwhelming 
for seniors knowing that they 
are graduating- into a market 
with little to no demand for 
employees. 

All Americans are becom- 
ing fearful for our plunging 
economy and during this great 
crisis it is critical that a solu- 
tion is made to protect the 
future of this great nation, our 
students. 

The deteriorating market 
is truly affecting those who are 
entering the world of business 
for the first time and with the 
recent rejection of the eco- 
nomic bailout, there is only 
speculation as to where our 
job market will be in the 
future.

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With the Wyatts, pizza is a family thing

Pepperoni, ham, sausage 
and pineapples are aJl a part 
of a tasty pizza's ingredients. 
For the Wyatts, owners of an 
independent pizzeria located 
on Rice Mine Road, top- 
pings were the least of their 
worries when opening their 
restaurant. 

Broadway Pizzeria has 
been in business since April 
of 2002. Owner Eric Wyatt 
is from right here in 
Alabama but has always 
been a fan of the New York 
Yankee baseball team. 

Before 2002. Wyatt was 
working as a paramedic and 
was employed at a local 
Papa John's as a side job. 
Wyatt and a friend got a 
chance to go to a Yankee's 
game in New York, and 
when Wyatt returned home, 
he told his family about his 
new dream: to own his own 
pizza place with wood-fired 
ovens. 

He had seen many restau- 
rants with wood-fired ovens 
while he was visiting New 
York and he knew there was 
nothing similar around 
Tuscaloosa. 

"We thought to have a 
successful business we would 
have to offer something 
unique. Wood-fired ovens 
sounded like a good idea for 
Tuscaloosa. There was noth- 
ing like this around here, it 
just sounded like something 
that would work for us," said 
Wyatt. 

His wife and family, 
including four children 
between the ages of nine 
months and 13 at the time, 
were not really sure of what 
their father had in mind. 

The Wyatts had always 
gotten by with their normal 
jobs, but with two new babies 
in the family, they thought 
that they would need some 
extra income. 

Wyatt and his friend 
found a building placed on 
Rice Mine Road close to 
Randall Publishing, and it 
was available for rent. The 
only problem was, it would 
need some work done to it 
since it was an older building. 

Wyatt and his father

worked on fixing the building. 
"My father and I spent many 
long hours and days working 
on the building. We did every- 
thing from knocking out walls 
and building new ones, mak- 
ing higher ceilings, putting 
tile on the floors, putting light 
fixtures up and everything 
else of that nature. We just 
had to convert an old building 
into a restaurant," Wyatt said. 

After about a year of 
building, restoring, passing 
out flyers, making a menu and 
hiring employees, Broadway 
Pizzeria was almost ready to 
open for business. 

Before opening day, 
Wyatt and his long-time 
friend and business partner 
parted ways; this would make 
Wyatt the sole owner. After 
that day, things seemed unreal 
to the Wyatt family. 

It was basically a neigh- 
borhood pizzeria because for 
the first time, residents across 
the dam on Lake Tuscaloosa 
could actually get pizza deliv- 
ered to their doors. 

"We were actually busier 
than we expected to be, we 
felt very unprepared," Eric's 
wife, Diana Wyatt, said. 

It was not always easy, 
but the Wyatts kept their focus 
on making high-quality food 
and having valued service for 



their new customers. 

"We basically dove in 
head first, we had no system 
to begin with so we had to 
make a system of our own, no 
one knew what to expect," 
said manager Kevin Rowland. 

Employees were not hard 
to find either; they would 
come and go. Some employ- 
ees would stay for a very long 
time, years even. One 
employee, Wade Simpson, 
says that he really enjoys 
working in a pizza place. He 
also says that it is fun and 
exciting. Simpson has worked 
there for over two years. 

In the fall of 2005, Wyatt 
was working on an electrical 
breaker box on the outside of 
the business and accidentally 
shortened the electrical cir- 
cuit. The circuit ended up 
forming a fire-ball that 
exploded and caused Wyatt 
third-degree burns all over his 
face and arms. He was rushed 
to DCH and spent two days 
there, being treated for the 
burns. Wyatt ended up resting 
at his home for about two 
weeks. 

During the two weeks 
Wyatt was healing, his wife 
Diana Wyatt started helping 
more at their restaurant. 
Diana ended up running the 
store solely during this hard 



time. Diana kept 
up with everything 
from then on and 
Eric kept their two 
small children 
since they did not 
attend pre-school. 
"I basically ended 
up having two 
full-time jobs 
because I already 
had one full-time 
job to begin with," 
said Diana. 

Diana and 
Eric also got help 
from their other 
two older children. 
Rachel Wyatt, one 
daughter of the 
Wyatts. and an 
employee of the 
business, said, "I 
try my best to help 
my parents with 
the business and 
with my two 
younger siblings; I 
try to understand 
how hard owning a business 
can be for my parents. I help 
out in any way possible." 



I am the oldest of the 
children in my family, a full- 
time student, and also an 
employee of our family busi- 
ness. 

Since 2002 we have kept 
our word on great food and 
friendly attitudes. Inside 
Broadway, we have two 
"Renato" wood-fired ovens; 
you can basically watch your 
food cook through our big, 
open kitchen. At the restau- 
rant, you can dine-in, carry- 
out or have your food deliv- 
ered. 

Our menu consists of all 
types of Italian food straight 
from the oven. From a Philly 
cheese steak to a huge 
Muffaletta sandwich. From a 
build your own pizza, to one 
of our specialty pizzas, the 
pizzas are literally made from 
scratch from our own recipes. 
From a delicious calzone to 
one of our salads, we work 
very hard to please our loyal 
customers and new ones too. 

It has been a long, 
extreme ride for us, but in the 
end, it has all been worth it.
